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Senate Judiciary Committee Victory 


HE Senate Judiciary Committee, by a vote of 11 
to 4, gave a favorable report on the Equal Rights 
Amendment on January 21. 


This vote came as a splendid climax to the work for 
the Amendment in Washington and through the 
States. 


Senator Pat McCarran (D.), Nevada, Chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee, presided at the meeting. 
Senator Carl A. Hatch (D), N. M., Chairman of the 
Sub-committee of the Judiciary Committee, who led 
the measure to victory in his 
Committee, flew from New 
Mexico to be present at the 
meeting of the full Committee 
and aid the passage of the bill. 
Senators Joseph C. O’Mahoney 
(D), Wyoming, and Burton K. 
Wheeler (D), Montana, both 
members of the Judiciary Sub- 
committee and staunch friends 
of the Amendment, sent their 
favorable proxies from Wyo- 
ming and Montana. Senator 
Harley M. Kilgore (D), W. Va., 
a sponsor of the Amendment, 
was on a speaking trip away 
from Washington, but sent his 
favorable proxy. Senator 
Ernest W. McFarland (D), 
Arizona, who was one of those 
who made the favorable Sub- 
committee report in the pre- 
vious Congress, and one of the 
signers of the full Judiciary 
Committee report in the pre- 
vious Congress, was present 
and gave his active support. 


On the Republican side, two sponsors of the Equal 
Rights Amendment who are members of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, Senator William Langer (N. D.) 
and Senator Homer Ferguson (Mich.) gave strong 
support. Important aid was given by Senator Alex- 
ander Wiley (Wisconsin), ranking Republican mem- 
ber of the Committee, and Senator Kenneth S. Wherry 
(Nebraska), Republican whip. 


Senator William Stanfill (Ky.), who had just been 
appointed to the Senate and to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, cast one of his first votes for the measure. 


It had been previously announced by the Chairman 
that no Constitutional Amendments would be con- 
sidered by the Committee before January 28. Due 
to a change in Committee plans, the chance came for 
the Equal Rights Amendment to be considered a week 
earlier, on January 21.

This change called for immediate action on the part 
of women the country over. Special delivery letters, 
phones, and wires assured the Judiciary Committee 
members of the support for the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment in their districts and throughout the country. 
Conferences at the Capitol with Senators in charge of 
the measure gave assurance to proponents that this 
time there would be no delay, and that all was in order. 


As the Senators went into the Committee room 
there were reassuring smiles and greetings for the 
women who thronged the cor- 
ridors leading to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee Room, 
where the executive session 
was to be held. It is a point of 
interest that not an opponent 
appeared among the group 
watching outside the door of 
the Committee Room. 


Within the hour, the first 
Senator to leave the meeting 
brought assurance to the wait- 
ing group that the Equal 
Rights Amendment had been 
reached on the agenda and 
favorably reported. Still the 
women remained in the corri- 
dor until the meeting ad- 
journed. 


When the Senators came 
out they were congratulated. 
There seemed much interest 
and understanding on the part 
of the Committee members. 


As we go to press, it is not 
possible to give a complete 
record of how each Committee member voted, as the 
Judiciary Committee has not yet released this report. 


Following the meeting, Senator Hatch, to whom 
women owe deep appreciation for his constancy 
throughout the Amendment campaign, said: 

“Our action today means that the E Rights 
Amendment now goes to the Senate with the approval 
of the Judiciary Committee. The record on my own 
vote is clear, and I wish early success for the measure.” 

Senator Homer Ferguson, who left the Pearl Harbor 
Hearing to be present, said: 

“T am happy that the Equal Rights Amendment is 


out on the floor of the Senate. I will do all I can 
to assure victory for the Amendment on the Senate 


floor.” 
Senator Kenneth S. Wherry, member of the Judici- 
ary Sub-committee, stated: 
am glad that our favorable Sub-committee report

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An Appreciation 


Anna Kelton Wiley, for the past five years editor of

As we go to press without her guiding hand, we 
realize anew how invaluable was the care and atten- 
tion she bestowed so generously on each and every 
issue of EQUAL RIGHTS. ; 

For the benefit of newer members of the National 
Woman’s Party, we wish to record here a few of her 
achievements on behalf of woman’s freedom. 

Mrs. Wiley came into our organization in its earliest 
days. She marched in the famous suffrage parade of 
1913 in the District of Columbia, and served as Hos- 
pitality Chairman for the many visiting marchers 
throughout the country. On November 10, 1917, she 
picketed the White House and for this was impris- 
oned. She has held many offices of trust in the Party, 
and twice has been National Chairman. 

At its meeting on December 9, 1945, the National 
Council passed the following resolution unanimously: 

“Whereas, Mrs. Harvey W. Wiley, Editor of EQUAL 
RiGuHTs, official organ of the National Woman's Party, 
has said that with the close of this past administration, 
she can no longer continue as Editor of EQUAL RIGHTs, 
which post she has held for the last five years; 

“Whereas, Mrs. Wiley wishes to be relieved of this 
work which she has carried on so faithfully, in order 
to have more time for her continuing efforts toward 
the passage of the Equal Rights Amendment, through 
work for it in other fields; 

“Be it resolved, that with great regret we accept 
Mrs. Wiley’s resignation as Editor of EQUAL RIGHTs, 
and express to her our profound appreciation of her 
outstanding work for the cause of women.” 


Mrs. Wiley calls the Woman’s Party “a sacrificial 
organization to which each one must give her effort, 


her time, and her money.“ But she thinks the sacrifice 


for justice and for the freedom of women each gives is 
well worth the cost. We cannot say to Mrs. Wiley how 


much her colleagues appreciate her long and able 


service.

Equal Rights Amendment 


Special Project of National Federation of 
Business and Professional Women’s Clubs

The president of the National Federation of Busi- 
ness and Professional Women’s Clubs, Miss Margaret 
A. Hickey, has recently announced the appointment 
of a special committee to further the passage of the 
Equal Rights Amendment through Congress. The 
committee consists of Miss Mary L. Esarey of West 
Palm Beach, Florida; Judge Georgia P. Bullock of Los 
Angeles, Calif.; Mrs. Viola Shaffer of St. Paul, Minn.; 
Mrs. Maxine Woodruff of Mt. Vernon, III., and myself, 
Va., as chairman. 


The committee regards the passage of the Equal Rights 
Amendment as a matter of supreme importance to women. 
This amendment would eliminate inequalities which now exist. 
It would extend the bill of rights of the Constitution to women. 


It would open to them greater educational opportunities since 


at present some state universities and professional schools do 
not admit women students on the same terms as men. It 
would encourage legislation directed to equality for professional 
and business women. It would extend equality for married 
women in the matters of right of contract, property rights 
and inheritance. It would extend equality to mothers in the 
matter of the custody and guardianship of their children and 
the control of the earnings of minor children. It would forever 
do away with the common law status of women and give them 
in return the status of full citizenship. To what better purpose 
could the women of this nation devote themselves?

This is the fourth time the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee has acted on the Equal Rights Amendment: 
On March 21, 1938, the Senate 
Judiciary Committee reported 
the Amendment to the Senate 
by a tie vote, without recom- 
mendation; on May 11, 1942, 
the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee reported the Amendment 
favorably; on May 28, 1943, 
the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee reported favorably ; on Jan- 
uary 21, 1946, the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee voted to 
make a favorable report on the 
Amendment. 


Most of the men who took 
part in the January 21 meet- 
ing were thoroughly familiar 
with the Amendment, as they 
were members of the Commit- 
tee when the favorable report 
was voted in 1943. 


Since the House Judiciary 
Committee on July 12, 1945, 
favorably reported the Equal 
Rights Amendment to the 
House of Representatives, the 
Amendment will be on the 
calendar of both Houses as 
soon as the Senate Judiciary Committee presents the 
favorable report, voted at the January 21 meeting, 
to the Senate. The next step is a vote in each House.

In speaking to the group, Mrs. Wiley dwelt on the 
need of faith in the equal rights movement between 
men and women. 
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Increasing Support For Amendment 
By EMMA GUFFEY MILLER 


We are daily receiving endorsements for the Amend- 
ment by club women, working women, religious lead- 
ers of all faiths, college women, professors, lawyers, 
judges, and citizens who are strong in their belief that 
we shall not have real democracy in the United States 


until women are made equal with men under the law.. 


I shall quote below from several which particularly 
appeal to me. 


From Fannie Ackley, Linotype Operator, Spokane 
Washington, December 16, 1945: 


“I have pushed everything else aside (even tardy 
Christmasing) to tell of my grievous experiences re- 
sulting from our one-sided labor laws, for I am as much 
interested in the passage of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment as I was that our side should win the war. For 
‘what’s liberty without equal rights?’ 

“T lost a good-paying job in 1914 because our labor 
laws applied to women and not to men. 


“My job (linotyping) required one hour overtime 
per week, which ‘protected me out of mg | job’, and a 
man, because he was not restricted by law, took my 
place. I was forced to take undesirable, poorly paid 
work until our entrance in the first World War gave 
me another chance. I had to learn my work all over 
again. But I want my chance to come through equal 
rights, not war. 


“I am humiliated beyond words when a little over- 
time is necessary (sometimes only 15 minutes) and I 
and my fellow women workers have to walk out, while 
the men keep on working. The situation causes much 
discord. Many men seem to think that if a woman 
can’t help out in emergencies, she shouldn’t have the job. 


“Hundreds of men in this state worked for less than 
the minimum wage for women during the depression. 


“Certainly no man who opposes equal rights is a 
true son of liberty. More power to men like Senator 
Carl A. Hatch, of New Mexico.” 


Homer S. Cummings, Attorney General of the United 
States, 1933-39: 


“It seems to me that the Equal Rights Amendment is 
entirely in harmony with the provisions of the Charter 
of the United Nations, both asserting fundamentals 
and principles.” 


Charles H. Houston, Attorney, Houston, Houston 
and Hastie, Washington, D. C., in a letter to the 
Pittsburgh Courier: 


“The opponents of the Amendment (Equal Rights) 
do not dare to * equal rights in principle, but say 
that the matter had better be left to the states, and 
that if the Amendment is adopted women will lose the 
protective legislation which now covers them in indus- 
try. Some of the opponents are most sincere, but it 
seems to me they overlook the basis of protective 
legislation. 


“To my mind protective legislation is justified only 
when it has a functional basis. Legislation protecting 
working women in maternity cases is justified because 
of the special function such women are performing for 
the state in carrying, birthing and nursing infants. I do 
not believe the Equal Rights Amendment would affect 
such legislation. Other protective legislation, such as 
safety devices, limitations of hours on hazardous jobs, 
is justified whether the job happens to be held by a man 
or a woman. If some of the opponents of the Amend- 
ment had had my opportunity as a member of the 
President’s Fair Employment Practice Committee to 
observe women working alongside of men in war indus- 
tries from Coast to Coast—wearing slacks, leaded 
aprons, helmets and other safety devices—and asking 
no favors because of sex, they would not be so senti- 
mental over this protective legislation. There will be 
jobs women cannot fill because of physical limitations 
whether there is protective legislation or not. But 
where they can compete with men, they should do so on 
an equal basis. And as brain and dexterity are sub- 
stituted for brawn, the area of competition will widen. 

“Equality for women is a national question and 
should be handled on a national base. e know as 
Negroes how unequal and uncertain progress is when 


an equal rights program is left up to the individual 
states.” |

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Statement Presented To Judiciary Committee Of The House Of 
Representatives In Support of E. R. Amendment, March 31, 1945

HE nations of the world are now looking to the 

United States of America for a model in democratic 
government. We ask that the Constitution of the 
United States be made a model for the protection of 
women, as well as of men, in the enjoyment of 
inalienable human rights. 


Women have not attained full recognition as persons 
in the Supreme Court or in the lesser courts of this 
country. The legal status of women is not established 
by the Constitution but is fixed in part by the ancient 
English Common Law, and in part by statutory legis- 
lation which may be altered or repealed at any time. 


Through special laws, women have been freed, in 
some States, from certain unjust practices that oper- 
ated against women, denying to them that equality of 
rights which the Federal Constitution declares to be 
inalienable for all persons. * * * 


I wish now to discuss the present situation from the 
standpoint of college and university women, in and out 
of the American Association of University Women. 


Only in the years since World War 1, and the adop- 
tion of the Woman Suffrage Amendment in 1920, have 
great numbers of women in the United States attended 
colleges and universities. After graduation, many of 
these women have been primarily interested in careers, 
and comparatively few have been politically minded. 
Unless they ran into career limitations, most of them 
did not think much ‘about laws and governmental pro- 
cedures. Probably 50 per cent of them could not quote 
the Bill of Rights which completed American liberty, 
or the Fourteenth Amendment which guaranteed 
equality for all persons under the law — but which 
meant by “persons” men only. Although the Four- 
teenth Amendment is often spoken of as making the 
Constitution of the United States an almost perfect 
instrument for democracy, as a matter of fact less than 
one-half of the people in the country are protected by it. 

After World War I, new fields were opened to women, Then 
University women in large numbers began to study Govern- 
mental procedures as these affected opportunities for women in 
the new fields—in industry, business, the professions, and in the 
est of private properties. As they studied, many 
viewed with alarm the | of protection for women under our 


Federal Constitution. 
When a woman’s own career, her property rights, or her 


_individual rights are restricted or denied, she fully realizes the 


disasters that threaten her in the hard times of re-adjustment 
that lie ahead unless she has the equal protection of the law. 


Thousands of these university women are members of the 
great national organizations of women which have worked for 
years for the Equal Rights Amendment. These organizations, 
already listed with your Committee, represent a complete cross 
section of American womanhood, from the lowliest worker to 

e career woman of achievement, from the humblest to the 
most affluent homes. 

There are, however, several large organizations of women 
which have taken an official stand against the Amendment— 
many of them merely by vote of their central committees and 
not by democratic action of the membership. Sentiment among 
their members is practically unanimous on the need of women 
for equality of rights under the law; but is sharply divided on 
the question of method for its attainment. Many of their leaders 
seem to feel that adoption of the Equal Rights Amendment 
would invalidate much legislation 2 for the protection of 
women in industry, business, and the professions. On the other 
hand, many of their members feel that much of this legislation, 
designed to protect women with regard to health, wages, work- 
ing hours, night work, etc., works out to be unfair ina- 


tion when applied to women only. They feel that it should apply 
to all the workers in the protected occupations. 

As a matter of fact, the first “protective legislation for 
women” was proposed in 1836 by the New England Association 
of Farmers and Mechanics and other working men en the 
factory system was being introduced in the United States, and 
was frankly designed by them to restrict the competition of 
women with men, not to lighten the burdens of women. This 
resolution read, “Whereas Labor is a physical and moral injury 
to women and a competitive menace to men, we recommend 
legislation to restrict women in industry.” 

Women were always an economic asset in the home and when 
home jobs, such as laundry, baking, weaving and sewing, were 
taken out of the home and industrialized they were obliged to 
follow these jobs out into the industrial world. Protective laws 
for women were probably a necessity at that time because men 
refused to admit women to their unions through which they 

rotected themselves, but a wholly new situation confronts the 

dustrial world today. These special laws for women may act 
as a boomerang for women, and destroy the protection they 
were meant to create. 

Most of the laws passed in the last thirty years for the pro- 
tection of women have been set aside for the duration of this 
war, in order to utilize the talents and skills of women in war 
work. Women have been needed for nig) t work in industry 
for welding, riveting, heavy foundry work, and in hundreds of 
other fields which were formerly entirely closed to women, or 
in which the work of women was sharply restricted by legisla- 
tion. Federal regulations now cover war industries and are 
enforced without regard to sex. 

Industrial experiences during the present war have taught 
two great lessons—first, that most of the laws that formerly 
protected women only are needed equally by both men and 
women, and second, that many other laws that formerly re- 
stricted the labor of women are wholly unnecessary. 

The women who pioneered in. protective legislation for women 
only blazed trails for the protection of both men and women, 
and it is now generally agreed that in the future all protective 
legislation should be passed on the nature of the — not on 
the sex of the worker. 

The American Association of University Women, for the most 
4 has always sought equal rights for women and is now ask- 

g for equal opportunities for women after World War II, and 
hundreds of members of the Association believe, after long and 
careful study of the pros and cons of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment, that equality of rights can best be achieved through the 
adoption of the 1 Rights Amendment, because equality won 
by this method will be permanent while benefits won by legisla- 
tion in the States can be revoked at any time. 

In considering the claim (made by opponents of the Amend- 
ment — method of winning that equality of rights that all univer- 
sity women seek) that university women are opposed to the 
Equal Rights Amendment, your Committee is respectfully re- 
quested to note the following facts: 

1. The American Association of University Women 
has never taken any action —pro or con—on the 
present text of the Equal Rights Amendment, 
which was adopted to meet the claims of a few 
that the former text was subject to misinterpre- 
tation. Members of the National Board of the 
A. A. U. W. voted not to endorse the present 
text, but this action represented only their per- 
—— opinions, not the opinions of the member- 

P. 

2. Some local branches of the American Associa- 
tion of University Women have endorsed the 
Amendment in the present text. 


8. All the members of the great national organi- 
zations of professional women which have en- 
dorsed the Amendment are either members or 
are eligible to be members of the American 
Association of University Women. 

4. Most of the leaders and thousands of the rank 
and file who are working for the Amendment 
are University Women. 

In view of these facts, it cannot be assumed that the coll 
and university women of the United States are opposed to the 
Equal Rights Amendment as now before Congress.

MARIE MANNING GASCH 
A Tribute 
By ANNA KELTON WILEY 


The death on November 29, 1945, of Mrs. Marie 
Manning Gasch is a tragic loss to the National 
Woman’s Party and to her many friends in the organ- 
ization. Mrs. Gasch was best known for almost half 
a century as Beatrice Fairfax, writer of advice to 
women with love problems. Fifty years ago Marie 
Manning, a Washington society girl, left for New 
York determined to work on a newspaper before such 
work was customary for women. Her unusual wit 
and brilliancy attracted the attention of Arthur Bris- 
bane, one of the editors of the New York Journal, 
and thus she began a newspaper career of half a 
century, under the nom de plume of Beatrice Fairfax, 
chosen because of the Manning family home in Fair- 
fax, and because of her great admiration for the 
heroine Beatrice, in Dante’s “Divine Comedy.” The 
column was a success and became an American insti- 
tution. In 1905 Marie Manning married Herman E. 
Gasch, well-known District real estate operator, and 
was the mother of two sons, Major Oliver Gasch, at 
the time of her death, on leave as Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel for the District of Columbia, and Manning 
Gasch, who is associated with his father in the real 
estate firm of Gasch and Gasch. 

Throughout her busy life, Mrs. Gasch was always 
sympathetic and helpful to the work of the National 
Woman’s Party, doing all she could first to secure 
the vote for women, and later working for the pas- 
sage of the Equal Rights Amendment. Her sparkling 
autobiography “Ladies Now and Then” published in 
1945 was an account of her unusual career as a news- 
paper woman and of her pioneering in the fight for 
women’s rights. Sadly shall we miss her charm, her 
wit and her ready help. 2 


MRS. A. B. DE MENT 


Mrs. A. B. De Ment, President of the National Asso- 
ciation of Colored Women, an ardent advocate of the 
Equal Rights Amendment, died recently at her home 
in Mineral Springs, Texas. Mrs. De Ment was a mem- 
ber of the Executive Board of the National Council of 
Women, of which the National Woman’s Party is a 
member group. She was active in her support of the 
Women’s Joint Legislative Committee for Equal Rights 
on which Mrs. Mary Church Terrell sits as the repre- 
sentative of the National Association of Colored 
Women.

men, for the welfare of all mankind. 


Resolved: ‘That all safety and health measures both for minors 
and adults be for the benefit of both sexes. 


Resolved: That in order that the present improved situation 
for women in industry may continue, the National Woman’s 
Party oppose the resumption of all former special labor laws 
for women that have been suspended during the war, and 
urge the complete abolition of all special labor legislation 
applying to women but not to their male competitors. 


Resolved: That the National Woman’s Party protest against 
any Federal or State anti-discrimination a that 
omits sex from the list of grounds on which discrimination 
in employment is prohibited.

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A Feminist Thinks It Over 


By ALMA LUTZ 
To Bring Us Up-To-Date 


ITH every passing day the need for the Equal. 


Rights Amendment becomes more evident. The 
United States cannot much longer lag behind other 
nations in its recognition of the rights and responsi- 
bilities of its women citizens. The United Nations 
Charter, ratified by the Senate, upholds the principle 
of “the equal rights of men and women” and “funda- 
mental freedoms for all without distinction as to 
race, sex, language, or religion.” A vote against the 
Equal Rights Amendment would be a repudiation of 
these principles. 


Practically everyone is agreed that the common- 
law status of women has long been outmoded, and 
yet little has been done to change the law. State by 
State action has proved slow and unreliable, giving 
no guarantee of permanence and leaving the status of 
women dependent upon the whims of continually 
changing legislators. Only the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment can effectively clear up the confusion which 
exists in Federal as well as State laws regarding the 
status of women. 


Just as outmoded are our State labor laws which 
group women with children. The employment picture 
for women has changed radically during the war 
years. Women have proved themselves efficient work- 
ers in many new fields, capable of equal work and de- 
serving equal pay. Many jobs once regarded as impossi- 
ble for women to handle have been mechanized to the 
advantage of both women and industry and there will 
be no going back to the old, less efficient methods. 
Early in 1945, 17 to 19 million women were employed 
as compared with 10,900,000 in 1930. No amount of 
wishful thinking by the public or the press is going 
to send all of these additional workers back to the 
kitchen. Frieda S. Miller of the Women’s Bureau 
estimates that in 1950 17,000,000 women will be work- 
ing or seeking work. Elmo Roper’s survey for 
Fortune reports that two out of every three women 
war workers plan to stay at work. Other reliable 
surveys tell a similar story. 


Needless to say, old-time attitudes toward women 
workers do not fit into this picture. To ask whether 
women need to work or should be allowed to work 
is irrelevant. Women who have proved their ability 
and have tasted economic independence can no longer 
be relegated to an unimportant role by armchair 
economists. Nor can expanding business and industry 
do without their skill and conscientious work. 


From now on women workers must be regarded 
and treated as adults. That is why opposition to the 
Equal Rights Amendment on the ground that women 
in industry need special protection is out-of-date and 
unimportant. Minimum-wage and hour legislation cov- 
ering women and not men is ineffective. Sanitary, 
safe working conditions are requisite for both men 
and women. The Equal Rights Amendment will help 
bring our labor legislation up-to-date by demanding 
equal treatment for men and women. It will put teeth 
into equal pay legislation by freeing women from 
legal restrictions which make it impossible for them 
to do equal work.

1. Two or three days before ee yg f 21, the National Wo- 
man’s Party Headquarters received a big stack of long peti- 
tions, signed by Soroptimists in Clubs from all over the United 
States, calling for a favorable report on the Equal Rights 
Amendment by the Senate Judiciary Committee. On the morn- 
ing of the meeting of the Judiciary Committee, we saw one of 
the Senators carrying this pile of petitions under his arm to the 
Committee meeting. 


2. Another helpful type of aid came by way of telegrams 
to the Judiciary Committee sent from each region by the Sorop- 
timist Legislative Committees. 


3. And by no means least cheering to the National Woman’s 
Party Headquarters, was a check for $100, sent through the 
National President, Mrs. Lois Sandall, which came just before 
this important meeting, the second such check to be sent by the 
Soroptomists to aid this campaign for all women.
